It  lias  for  its  ob- 
jects, "the  promotion  of  painting,  sculpture  and  fine  arts  akin  thereto;  the  diffusion  of  a 
cultivated  taste  for  art  in  the  community  at  large,  and  the  establishment  of  au  Acad- 
emy or  School  of  Design."  On  July  3oth.  1889,  the  Association  was  incorporated,  while 
In  February.  1893,  it  l)eeame  athliated  with  the  University  of  California.  On  this  occa- 
sion Mr.  Edward  F.  Searles  deeded  to  the  Regents  of  the  University  for  the  use  of 
the  Association,  the  magniHeent  property  now  known  as  the  Mark  Hopkins  Institute  of 
Art.  Mr.  Searles  has  recently  added  to  his  gift  a  picture  gallery  of  imi)osing  propor- 
tons  making  this  Institution  witli  its  extensive  collection  of  admirable  paintings  and 
Statuary  one  of  the  most  notable  art  centres  of  the  west.  The  membership,  which 
Ifl  unlimited,  numbers  about  600.  The  School  of  Design  is  managed  by  a  committee  of 
the  Association.  The  painting,  sculpture,  drawing  and  other  class  rooms  occupy  a 
separate  building  in  tiie  pictures(iue  grounds  of  the  Institute.  The  attendance  averages 
150  pupils.

The  library  contains  one  thousand 
volumes  of  well-selected  literature,  and  the  reading  room  is  copiously  supplied  with 
the  choicest  periodicals.  A  branch  of  the  Association,  known  as  the  Howard-street 
Branch,  is  located  at  514  Howard  street.  Lunch  rooms,  sewing,  dressmaking  and  milli- 
nery classes  were  inaugurated  for  working  girls  April  20,  1S91.  Another  branch  was 
established  at  116A  Davis  street,  October  24,  1892,  where  a  large  and  cheerful  hall  is 
c^cupied  as  a  lunch  room,  and  lunches  are  furnished  to  working  girls  employed  in  the 
vicinity.

Its  location  is  one  of  its  foremost  charms.  It  is  one  thing  to  be  merely  in 
the  mountains,  but  it  is  quite  another  thing  to  be  in  the  great  Shasta  moun- 
tains comfortably  housed  at  the  Tavern.  When  the  builders  selected  the  site 
it  was  not  merely  with  reference  to  room  for  hotel  and  grounds,  but  quite  as 
much  with  reference  to  picturesque  surroundings  and  convenient  communica- 
tion with  neighboring  attractions.
